In this behalf 
it is argued that the issuance of the 
bonds provided for in this Act is an 
evasion of the inves: ment directed by 
the Constitution; that the Constitu- 
tion contemplates the purchase of 
bonds existing at the time of the pas- 
sage of the enactment authorizing the 
loan, This objection is without force. 
It is manifest that the bonds provided 
for by this Act are as much the bonds 
of the State as if they had been out- 
standing at the time of the passage of 
the Act, and were thereafter to be 
purchased for the benefit of the 
School Fund. The Legislature pri- 
marily directs the investment of the 
moneys in this fund, and so long as it 
complies with the directions of the 
Constitution, and makes the loan upon 
the securities required by that instru- 
ment, the loan will be valid. 

In conclusion the writer in the Sen- 
tinel settles the entire question in 
this neat and self-satisfactory manner. 

But grave doubts are expressed 
as to whether the State will 
ever be able to pay this money back 
into the sacr und of the Public 
Schools. Whether these are reason- 
able apprehensions it is not necessary 
to determine. 

It was hardly necessary, then, to 
disturb the question. 

“Suppose,” say the critics, ‘‘that 
Nevada goes to the dsgs (to h—!, ac- 
cording to the new edition), then we 
won't have any money to pay our 
children’s education.” A complete 
answer to this proposition is, that if 
Nevada ever gets so poor that she can- 
not pay the interest on her debt. lim- 
ited by the Constitution to $300,000,

GOV. BRADLEY'S LAST MESSAGE: 


There was in the State Treasury on 
the first day of January, 1879, the sum 
of six hun and sixty-eight thous- 
and sixty-four dollars and fifteen 
cents ($668,064 15). This amount is 
far beyond the wants of the State. It 
is, I believe, ized as sound pol- 
icy that the State should not collect 
by taxes more money during any year 
than is necessary to keep its business 
on a sound cash basis.

ninety cents on the one hundred dol- 
lars, and can at this session be again 
greatly reduced; eight years of econo- 
mical administration has placed the 
State Treasury $1,350,000 better off 
than it was on the first of January, 
1871, and that on a reduced rate of 
taxation. 
In his report for the year 1879,Con- 
troller Hobart said: 
With ordinary prudence in appro- 
priation, and average economy in ex- 
nditure, a tax of fifty cents on each 
100 assessed valuation, ought to be 
ample with the available money in the 
Treasury to defray all the expenses of 
the State Government for the next 
two years, and leave a reasonable sur- 
plus on hand at the convening of the 
next Legislature. Indeed, by the 
transfer of the money in the Building 
Fund to the General Fund, the State 
tax can safely be reduced to forty cents 
for the next two years. 
The necessagy transfer was made 
from the Building Fund,but the hand- 
some surplus has been advertised for 


without success. 
TREASURER’S REPORT. 


In Treasurer Schooling's report in 
1879, he sums up in this way: 

Upon balancing the General Reve- 
nue account of your State, I find we 
have on hand enough to pay our entire 
indebtedness and leave a net asset of 
$682,991 09 in coin, and $9,401 73 in 
currency, an advancement of $1,400,- 
000 in favor of the State in eight 
years, our taxes lowered, and enough 
in the Tressury to reduce the State 
levy to less than one half what it was 
at the beginning of the year 1871, the 
business of the State upon a perma- 
nent cash basis, and your agents beg- 
ging the bond-holders to sell the State 
her bonds,even at an extortionate pre- 
mium. It will be observed, also, by 
reference to this report, that could 
our bunds be purchased at their face 
to-day, we could cancel our entire in- 
debtedness, leaving a net halance on 
hand for governmental expenses of 
$230,094 48 coin, and $563 80 curren- 
cy, without 3 a net balance 
of $452,896 61 coin, and $8,837 93 cur- 
rency, devoted more particularly to 
educational purposes. It will be seen 
we have net assets amounting to 3682, 
991 09 coin, and $9,401 78 currency,as 
shown by this report. 

The reports given above will put 
the reader in full possession of the 
pleasant facts which comforted Neva-

Let us go to the reports and learn 
what the change has been in our af- 
fairs to date. 

The total receipts from all sources 
for 1879 and 1880, amounted to$886,-

will be $711,987 44 as the debt at that 
date, and the assets in excess of the 
debt will be $110,810 70. The State 
owes now $425,000, These two sums 
added to receipts as above represent 
a difference of $922,032 10 between 
January ist, 1879, and July Ist, 1881, 
a term of 30 months, or an average of 
$30,731 07 for expenditures each 
month. There is now about $40,000 
cash in the various funds, exclusive of 
the irreducible School Fund, after de- 
ducting outstanding warrants.

The estimate of total expenditures 
for 1881 and 1882 is $1,175,532 21. 
It will be seen that the average and 
estimated expenses have been $43,- 
686 08 per month since the organiza- 
tion of the government. 


GOVERNOR KINKEAD SAYS 


It will be seen that the amount of re- 
ceipts applicable to the general dis- 
bursement for the year 1879 was 6176, 
078 68. The disbursements were, in- 
cluding legislative deficiencies and ex- 
traordinary expenditures, $383,571 36 
or, without including them, $232,- 
410 99—a sum above receipts from 
taxes, etc., in the first case ot $207,- 
492 68, in the last of $56,332 31. In 
1880 the receipts were $151,244 46; 
the expenditures, $211,364 06; a defi- 
ciency of $60,119 60. It will be your 
duty to devise means both to enlarge 
the revenue to meet the necessary ex- 
penses of the State Government and 
to reduce the cost of its support to the 
lowest minimum consistent with capa- 
ble and efficient service. 

What has been done? The Legisla- 
ture took no action which raised the 
rate of taxation or increased the 
amount of taxable property. The 
financial officers have kept themselves 
on a cash basis by means of a queer 
law, passed in obedience to their sug- 
gestion, which gives them in reality 
the right to transfer moneys from the 
State School Fund to the General 
Fund of the State. This law, which 
was suggested by the State financial 
officers, and under which they are act- 
ing, reads as follows:

The Constitution, Article XI, Sec- 
tion III, says that all moneys which 


may be derived from lands granted or 
to be granted the State for school pur- 


poses, are held and solemly pledged 
to educational purposes and shall not 
be transferred to any other fund for 
other uses. 

After reading the provisions of the 
above act carefully it may be well to 
note that the terms granting one of 
the above funds says that the money 
is not to be let at any less rate than 
five per cent. The bill provides for 
four. Here is the present status of 
the 90, 000-Acre Grant Fund from 
which it also is proposed to draw: 

UNIVERSITY 90,000-ACRE GRANT. 


On January Ist, 1881, there was 
$47,470 in the University 90,000-acre 
grant fund in bonds; also $12,400 of 
coin. Surveyor General Hatch has 
this to say of the securities in this 
fund in his report for the year 1880: 

An Act of Congress, approved 
March 16, 1872, provides: That the 
grant made to the State of Nevada, 
under Section 3 of the Act of July 4, 
1866, entitled ‘An Act concerning 
certain lands granted tothe State of 
Nevada,’ shall pot cease by reason of 
the failure of the said State to provide 
at least one college, as required by 
the several Acts of Congress as à con- 
dition of said grant, but the same 
shall continue in full force; provided, 
that all the conditions of law be com- 
plied with prior to the 10th of May, 
1877.” 

From the foregoing it would appear 
that the State of Nevada has, by non- 
compliance with the terms of this 
grant, and of the several Acts concern- 
ing the same subsequently passed, for- 
feited all claim and right to the bene- 
fit of its provisions, and that although 
the title of purchasers of these lands 
through the State is confirmed, all 
sums of money derived from the sale 
of these lands (except interest) must 
revert te the General Government, 
unless Congress shall, at the request 
of the Legislature, provide otherwise. 

The borrowing of $80,000 for build- 
ing an insane asylum has also been 
This, taken with the 


$300,000 which the State will owe in 
addition to the $380,000 already due 
the State School Fund. Article IX, 
Section 3, of the Constitution, says: 

Sec. 3.—For the purpose of enab- 
ling the State to transact business on 
a cash basis from its organization, the 
State may contract public debts; but 
such debts shall never in the aggre- 
gate, exclusive of interest, exceed the 
sum of three hundred thousand dol- 
lars, except for the purpose of defray- 
ing extraordinary expenses hereinaf- 
ter mentioned. 

The readef will see now that the 
Legislature has already authorized the 
limit of the State’s capacity for bor- 
rowing. Also that under the present 
system of expenditure this borrowed 
sum will all be expended in payiog 
deficiencies already provided for by 
lack of legislative enactment, and fur- 
ther, that the School Fund will not be 
in a condition to respond to further 
drafts on it for State purposes. What 
will 

THE CONDITION OF AFFAIRS? 
The State will be unable te borrow 
under the Constitution, there will be 
no money ia the Treasury for general 
disbursement, and the sacred irreduci- 
ble School Fund will be replaced by 
sacred and irreducible symptoms of 
State indebtedness. In fact there is 
not sufficient money now in the State 
School Fund to meet the require- 
ments of the discretionary transfer now 
resting with the State Financial au- 
thorities. It is claimed with some 
plausibility that the income from the 
sales of lands will supply the necessary 
amount. If, however, the discretion- 
ary bonds go in at the rate of $20,000 


per month, as they did in May and 


June, the fund will not hold ont. Fol- 
lowing shows the receipts of the State 
School Fund, irreducible, from sale 
of lands:

With every debt provided for and 
over $200,000 untouched January ist, 
1879, there is no justification for a 
debt to-day of $425,000, and a further 
increase of $235,000 provided for and 
already commenced upon. 

THE $380,000 BOND. 
Much has been said about the irre- 
deemable, irreducible, non-transfera- 
ble, infallible $380,000 bond. This is 
its history: The Territorial indebted- 
ness was represented by States bonds 
for $380,000, bearing 9 per cent. 
and payable in 1887. A law was 
passed in 77, which was amended in 
79, providing for the redemption of 
this bond; $175,090 from the Territ®- 
rial Interest and Sinking Fund, and 
$325,000 from the State School Eund, 
was appropriated for this purpose. 
The law instructed the Commission to 
place in the State School Fund an ir- 
redeemable, non-transterable bond for 
$380,000, which should state in sub-- 
stance that Nevada owed its State 
School Fund the sum named together 
with interest at 5 per cent, per an- 
num. The purchase was consumated 
on the Ist of April, 1879, at the cost 
of $491,627 16. The bonds were can- 
celled and an irredeemable State bond 
for $380,000, drawing 5 per cent, in- 
terest, was placed in the State School 
Fund, as by law provided. This was, 
according to all information, an unau- 
thorized present of $55,000 to the 
School Fund. Whether this was an 
advantageous transaction for the State 
may form the subject of a future dis- 
cussion. In the Controller's statement 
of State debt the famous bond ap- 
pears as follows. It will readily 
be noticed that the $380,000 bond is 
merely a nominal debt:

THE SUPREME COURT 


Of Nevada said in a recent decision: 
The proceedings by which the bonds 
of 1871 were retired, and the 8380, 000 
bond,now in the School Fund, issued, 
did not extingnish the Territorial in- 
debtedness. That indebtedness still 
exists, but it is evidenced by a differ- 
ent obligation; that is to say, by a 
bond for $880,000, bearing 5 per cent. 
per annum interest, instead of bonds 
for the same amount, bearing, 91¢ per 
cent. interest per annum. 

The Supreme Court has decided as 
follews concerning 

CONSTITUTIONAL INDEBTEDNESS : 

The authority to create a bended 
debt is subject to no restriction or 
condition whatever save that such 
sum shall not exceed the sum of 
$300,000, and the law authorizing it 
shall provide for its payment within. 
twenty years by taxation. The Con- 
stitution nowhere declares the neces- 
sity which shall exist as prerequisite 
to the issuance of bonds or the mak- 
ing of a loan under this section, nor 
the use to which money obtained by 
such loan shall be applied. Frum the 
language employed by the instrument 
itself, as from the debate in the con- 
vention upon these portions of the 
Constitution relating to State finances, 
the object in authorizing a bonded 
indebtedness was to enable the State 
to maintain its business upon a cash 
basis, notwithstanding financial ex- 
igencies, without resorting to onerous 
taxation. 


SUMMARY. 
The above facts show that all State 
debts were provided for, and a large 
balance remained in the treasury Jan- 
uary Ist, 1879. The State now owes 
$425,000, and in a very short term of 
months will owe $680,000 to the Sa- 
cred and Irreducible School Fund. 
She will then not be able to borrow 
more under the constitution, and will 
have no money. The $380,000 bond 
is a debt of the State, and is the Ter- 
ritorial indebtedness in a substantia- 
ted form. The proceeds of the 90,000 
acre grant are now really forfeited to 
the general government. The use of 
school moneys through loan has eon- 
fined the matter of State finance too 
closely within the State Capitol. The 
legislative and financial officers are 
to blame for not providing an adequate 
rate of taxation upon an approved 
valuation, The property of the State 
has not been properly appraised, and 
the people not consulted regarding the 
policy now in practice. The GazETTE 
has cheerfully informed them of cer- 
tain facts in the case. There must be 
action, apd it must be intelligent. 
There is no fear but the State will ral- 
ly under any ordinary burden. Hence 
the expedience of handing this state 
ment to the tax payers of Nevada.
